of the Inca tribe who lost his life whilst working, 
Found with rug and 2 hammers in the copper mine, 
“ Antono,”’ Sierra Atalhualpa, Province Antofagasta, 
Ohili. Age supposed to be 2,000 years. Mummified 
through the copper oxide in the mine. With the 
exception of a small hole in the head, the mummy 
is perfect, and everything, face, hands and feet, beauti- 
fully preserved. The body is almost entirely covered 
with oxide of copper. Very interesting are the two 
hammers made of stones which are tied with leather 
straps into a bent stick made up as a double handle. 
There is supposed to be only one other mummy of this 
kind in existence, which has recently been bought by 
the Museum, Central Park, New York, for £1,000
